in the general seating area of the Corral because 
Calgary and Calgary only would dare to stage 
a society horse show with a blending of east and 
west and bring it off successfully. 

There were those who came to the first Corral 
horse show out of curiosity last year and stayed 
to become avid horse show fans. You could see 
them standing around the concourse at intermis¬ 
sion time, listening intently to the “horsey” talk. 

They soon learned to differentiate between a 
“Hack” (a riding horse mainly of the thorough¬ 
bred or half breed type) and a “Saddle Horse” 
(a gaited horse of United States registration with 
a proud bearing and a “set” tail). An Apaloosa 
(the original war horse of the Indians; a greyish 
horse with “paint” dabs all over his rump and 
flanks and a “rat” tail) from a Palomino (the 
golden horse of the Spanish dons and grandees). 

They discovered that a “Cutting Horse” did 
not go around cutting people but was actually a 
“quarter” horse type famed for its ability to “cut 
out” cattle from the herd on the range and pre¬ 
vent them from returning to the herd until they 
had been roped and branded. 

As their education progressed they found that 
a Jumper or “Timber-topper” was a horse of any 
breed, size or color who was judged solely on his 
ability to get over jumps no matter how high or 
how difficult. And that a Hunter was a horse, 
usually a full or half-bred thoroughbred who must 
possess conformation and style and soundness,

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and who would be a safe mount in the hunting 
field either for a lady or a gentleman. 

They found too that Arabians can be bred and 
raised in this country, although their forebears 
came from Arabia, and that a Barrel horse or a 
Stake horse can also be of any breed and color 
providing that he has the speed and agility to run 
a short distance, “turn on a dime," and then head 
back in the opposite direction. 

They had an opportunity too of becoming 
familiar with other breeds and types of light 
horses such as pony hacks, hunter hacks, Shet¬ 
land ponies, Welsh ponies, Dartmoor ponies. 

They discovered that a Par¬ 
ade horse must have lots of 
color and bearing and trained 
to do the “parade step,” and 
that a Combination horse ( Am¬ 
erican saddlebred) must be 
equally at home under saddle 
or between the shafts of a show 
carriage. 

Going to a horse show is an 
education, even in this day of 
mechanized propulsion. It was 
a famous old English gentleman 
who said that “the outsides of a 
horse are good for the insides 
of a man” and that is the reason 
why so many older persons find 
enjoyment and health in horse¬ 
back riding. 

Of course Gene Holter’s rac¬ 
ing Ostriches and Racing Cam¬ 
els do not form part of the horse 
show program. They come 
under the heading of extra at¬ 
tractions and they have been 
brought to the Calgary Horse 
Show at great expense in line 
with the policy of the Calgary 
Exhibition and Stampede Ltd. to 
provide entertainment “firsts” 
whenever possible to do so. 

No first class horse show 
would be complete without a 
ringmaster and the dapper 
gentleman in regimentals which 
you see at all times in the ring 
is Major William Atkinson 
(L.S.H. R.C., Ret.) 

His duty is to see that all 
classes enter the ring on time 
and that they go through their 
various paces at the command 
of the judge. He also sees to it 
that all exhibitors observe the 
required decorum while in the 
ring and that no one enters 
unless they are properly dressed 
for the occasion. 


The Announcer is Max Manchester of Portland, 
Oregon, a gentleman who has officiated in this 
capacity at a number of top United States and 
Canadian Horse Shows. 

The Official Scorer in the jumper and hunter 
events is William Smith of Toronto, a former 
Calgarian. 

The Senior Judge is Eldon J. Fairbanks of Pasa¬ 
dena, California and the Western Judge is E. J. 
Gutschenritter of Garden Plain, Kansas.

The roping contest will be held under the usual, common 
rodeo standards and conditions. A horse will be scored on performance 90% and conformation 10%. Scoring 
will be done on the basis of 60-80 with 70 denoting an average performance. The way a horse behaves in the 
“slot” or “hole,” the drive with which it leaves the hole, the speed with which it overtakes the calf, its aptitude 
in placing and maintaining the roper in a good roping position, the stop after the calf has been caught, the 
manner of working the rope, while the calf is being thrown and held, and the horse’s action while the roper is 
returning, all will be considered in determining the score. The usual common items of equipment will be per¬ 
mitted. In case of question a judge shall have the authority to require the removal or alteration of any piece 
of equipment or any accoutrement which, in his opinion, would give a horse an unfair advantage. Neck ropes 
must be used. Ropers will carry only one loop and will be allowed to ride the length of the Arena down and 
back. If loop is not thrown in this time, or if loop is missed, the contestant’s performance will be considered 
completed and the horse judged only on the portion of the performance he completed. When calf is roped, 
the roper will proceed to the calf in the usual manner, throw the calf and hold him down but not tied. After 
judge indicates performance is complete, ring attendants will hold the calf and remove the rope for the con¬ 
testant. Calves to be roped will be drawn for in the finals only. The number of horses competing for the finals 
will be at the discretion of the show management, contestant may ride not more than two horses. Finalists 
will draw for positions.
